It is left optional with each coun­ 
ty whether or not to operate under 
the plan. 
If it elects to come under 
the law, the state will pay to

county one-half of the sum expend­ 
ed, not to exceed, however, one dol­ 
lar for every thirty inhabitants of 
the county.* 
The sum of $75,000 is appropriat­ 
ed for the purpose and $5,000 to the 
state board of control to make a su r­ 
vey of the whole field.
